Claim 16 (Currently amended): A chemiluminescent components according to 
claim [[10]] 5, wherein the oxidizing composition further comprises t-butanol and at least 
one of ethylene glycol monobutyl ether acetate and diethylene glycol monobutyl ether 
acetate.

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Reasons for allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
response has been deemed persuasive in view of applicants' arguments and showings 
of record. The prior art does not adequately disclose or suggest compositions having 
acetyl tributyl citrate at an amount of 70 % by volume or more and providing the same 
or substantially the same luminescence. Basis for said limitations are found in the 
examples, sample 2 at 100% ATBC (page 4), and the compositions formulated for the 
test of shown in tables 3 and 4, wherein numerous data points are shown throughout 
the range.
